WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE? 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  ? 


I  he  (  ollege  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  institution  exclusively  for  the 
Blind.  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the 
Colonies.  The  College  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object 
is  to  train  the  Blind  to  cam  tlieir  own  living,  and  to  render  them  indepen¬ 
dent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object 
which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does  continually  succeed  in  accom¬ 
plishing,  and  there  are  now  more  than  765  former  pupils  not  only  earning 
their  own  living,  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

84.4  per  cent,  of  these  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the  world 
as  organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  school 
teachers,  governesses,  shorthand  typists,  etc.  Without  the  College  train¬ 
ing  many  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent 
charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  benefit  to  the 
community,  and  should  receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

Do  not  forget  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind  than  to  sup¬ 
port  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit  which  is 
given  to  any  individual  by'  training  him  to  become  a  self-respecting 
citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

As  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  work 
and  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  imperial  work 
for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis. 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a  College  for  the  Sighted. 
Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  the  Blind?

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OBITUARY. 


I'lid  Board  of  Governors  deeply  regret  to  record  the 
death  of :  — 

Lady  Campbell,  widow  of  Sir  Francis  Campbell,  the 
first  Principal  of  the  College.  She,  then  Miss  Faulkner, 
joined  the  College  staff  in  1872,  and  two  years  later  returned 
to  South  Acton,  Mass.,  owing  to  the  illness  of  her  Mother. 
She  came  back  to  England  in  1875,  as  Mrs.  Campbell 
having  married  Sir  Francis  (then  Mr.)  Campbell,  during 
his  visit  to  the  United  States  in  that  year,  and  from  that 
time  onward  was  his  guiding  star,  his  unfailing  counsellor 
and  devoted  wife,  taking  a  prominent  part  in  the  work  of 
the  College.  Hers  was  a  fine,  strong  character  •  her  energy 
was  inexhaustible  in  promoting  the  welfare,  not  only  of 
her  own  pupils,  but  of  the  blind  generally.  Indeed,  the 
influence  which  she  exerted,  in  common  with  Sir  Francis, 
extended  beyond  the  borders  of  these  lands,  for  when  they 
took  parties  of  pupils  to  give  concerts  and  displays  in  some 
of  the  chief  towns  of  Europe,  the  results  of  the  College 
system  of  Higher  and  Musical  Education  demonstrated 
clearly  the  ability  of  the  blind  to  compete  with  the  seeing. 
When  the  Teachers’  Registration  Council  (now  the  Royal 
Society  of  Teachers)  was  formed  she  was  elected  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  blind  on  the  Committee,  and  remained  a  member 
until  she  returned  to  America  after  the  death  of  Sir 
Francis  in  1914. 

Lady  Campbell  visited  England  in  1922,  the  Jubilee 
year  of  the  Royal  Normal  College,  and  presented  the  prizes 
to  the  pupils.  To  mark  the  occasion,  and  in  memory  of 
Sir  Francis,  she  gave  £300  (now  increased  to  £500),  the 
interest  to  be  used  as  an  Equipment  Fund  for  girl 
graduates.  Everyone  was  delighted  to  welcome  her  again 
in  1930,  when  her  presence  at  the  Reunion  of  old  students 
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held  in  July  of  that  year  added  greatly  to  the  pleasure  and 
interest  of  the  occasion.  She  continued  keenly  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  College  and  always  rejoiced  to  hear  of 
the  success  of  the  students. 

Although  it  was  realised  during  the  previous  few 
months  that  Lady  Campbell’s  health  was  failing,  her  death 
came  with  unexpected  suddenness  on  June  18th.  She  was 
laid  to  rest  in  the  family  grave  at  South  Acton,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  beside  Sir  Francis,  who,  with  her  untiring  help, 
did  so  much  to  raise  the  status  of  the  blind  in  this  country. 
Many  floral  tributes,  cables  ancf  telegrams  from  workers  for 
the  blind,  both  near  and  far,  found  their  way  to  the  little 
village  church,  and  the  minister  introduced  several  quota¬ 
tions  from  the  messages  received  into  his  address. 

Her  name  will  ever  be  loved  and  honoured  by  those 
who  came  under  her  quiet,  tactful  and  inspiring  influence. 

A  Memorial  Service  was  held  in  the  Gardner  Hall  of 
the  Royal  Normal  College  on  Sunday  afternoon,  the  25th 
of  June.  It  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Wliittleton, 
Vicar  of  St.  Jude’s,  Thornton  Heath,  a  former  student,  and 
was  attended  by  a  number  of  old  students  as  well  as  the 
present  staff  and  pupils.  Mr.  Wliittleton  gave  an  informal 
address  in  which  he  said  that  he  would  like  to  give  to 
those  present  some  ol'  the  very  vivid  impressions  he  had  of 
Lady  Campbell.  He  spoke  of  her  strong  personality,  which 
she  subjected  to  that  of  Sir  Francis,  of  her  loyalty  and 
devotion  to  him  through  all  the  years  of  the  development 
of  the  College.

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PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873. — A  fuller  and  more  comprehensive  form 
of  Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  Player-piano  was  commenced  in 
1917.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  have  exceeded  all 
expectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation  Certificate  unless 
able  to  tune  this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873.. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1 881  .—Mendelssohn’s  “Son  and  Stran¬ 
ger  ”  was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So 
much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses 
of  students  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city. 
Enough  money  was  raised  by  this  and  repeat  performances  to  print  the 
Cathedral  Psalter  in  Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value 
to  blind  people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been 
annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882. — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in  the  world 
to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883. — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to 
6ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  was  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boys  were  successful  in 
gaining  their  Proficiency  Certificate.  Since  that  date  59  Certificates  and 
17  Medallions  have  been  won. 

6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886. — These  instruments 
enabled  pupils  to  make  their  own  geometrical  figures  and  were  specially 
useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this  time  attempts  had 
been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and  thread,  but  naturally  with 
but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  heartily 
congratulated  the  late  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  on  having  introduced  them  into 
the  College.  The  National  Institute  now  manufactures  and  sells  these 
exceedingly  useful  articles. 

7.  Cycling  and  Roller  Skating,  1887. — Light-in-hand  and  twelve-in¬ 
hand  cycles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly  touring  over 
the  roads  of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Brighton 
and  back,  to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 
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Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the  tests  of  the 
National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  passed. 

8.  Typewriting  1887,  Shorthand  1898. — Though  typewriting  and 
shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  the  College  was 
the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  which  would  qualify 
students  to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 


9.  Training  College,  1895. — The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as 
teachers  at  Birmingham,  Bolton,  Bradford,  Bridgend,  Brighton,  Burma, 
Cardiff,  Ceylon,  Court  Grange,  Cyprus,  Glasgow,  Leeds,  London, 
Montreal,  Newcastle,  Nottingham,  Preston,  Rhyl,  Sheffield,  Southsea  and 
many  other  Institutions.  The  College  is  included  in  the  Training  College 
Scheme  of  the  University  of  London. 


10.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College 
of  Organists,  1901. — This  was  the  first  year  in  which  these  examinations 
were  undertaken.  To  date,  72  students  and  graduates  of  the  College  have 
gained  the  Associateship  and  32  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  while  80  have  won  the  Licentiateship  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music.

11.  Degree  of  Mus.  Bac.,  1910. — Victor  Spanner  was  the  first  pupil 
who  obtained  this  Degree  while  a  student  of  the  College,  though  two 
other  graduates  gained  the  distinction  many  years  prior  to  this  date,  after 
leaving  the  Institution.  In  September,  1918,  I^onard  Marsh  was  also 

successful;  in  1925  Henry  Newell  (graduated  December,  1918);  and  in 
1926  Alfred  Thompson  (graduated  December,  1910).  In  March,  1932. 
Leonard  Marsh  (graduated  December,  1918),  obtained  the  Degree  of

their  ability  as  organists  and  singers  may  be  demonstrated  and 
thus  lead  to  future  employment. 

EMPLOYMENT— WARNING. 

Friends  and  supporters  all  over  the  country  are  urged  to  continue  to 
press  the  claims  of  qualified,  and  only  qualified,  students  for  a  trial  as 
pianoforte  tuners,  musicians,  school  teachers,  governesses  and  shorthand 
typists. 

In  the  commercial  world  it  is  efficiency  alone  that  counts. 
Unqualified  blind  people  sometimes  obtain  employment,  and  though 
they  are  soon  found  out  and  discharged ,  much  harm  to  the  future  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  blind  has  been  done. 

To  safeguard  against  misrepresentation,  all  properly  qualified  students 
who  leave  the  College  are  given  a  Certificate,  which,  when  asked  for, 
they  should  be  able  to  produce.  All  prospective  employers  should  know 
that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Certificate  cannot  be  produced,  they  will 
receive,  on  writing  to  the  College,  a  reply  by  return  of  post,  vouching 
for  the  statements  of  the  applicant  if  they  be  true.

Thf.  Right  Hon.  Viscount  Burnham.  During  the 
twenty-two  years  in  which  he  was  Honorary  Treasurer  of 
the  College  he  always  displayed  the  liveliest  interest  in  its 
welfare;  his  sound  advice  and  excellent  judgment,  so  readily 
given  at  all  times,  will  be  very  greatly  .missed. 

Most  Hon.  the  Marquis  of  Aberdeen  and  Temaie, 
Vice-President,  Trustee  and  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors.  He  had  been  officially  connected  with  the 
College  for  thirty-two  years;  although  he  had  been  unable 
to  attend  meetings  for  some  considerable  time,  his  warm 
sympathy  and  kindly  interest  in  the  success  of  the  work 
were  maintained  to  the  last.

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Report  of  ibe  Board  of  Governors. 
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Royal  Encouragement.  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Mary,  again 
marked  her  approval  of  the  work  carried  on  at  the  College  by 
graciously  sending  a  special  Christmas  donation. 

Prize  Festival.  The  Annual  Prize  Festival  took  place  at  the 
College  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  the  18th  of  July,  under  ideal  weather 
conditions.  At  short  notice  Major-General  Sir  Percy  Cox,  G.C.M.G., 
G.C.I.E.,  had  kindly  consented  to  preside,  and  Lady  Cox  to  present 
the  prizes,  in  place  of  Lord  and  Lady  Burnham,  who  were  unable  to 
come,  as  had  been  arranged.  In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the 
Chairman,  Lord  Lamington,  the  Vice-Chairman,  Sir  Edward  T. 
Campbell,  with  the  Principal,  Mrs.  Campbell,  received  the  visitors, 
who  entered  by  the  new  Memorial  Gateway,  which  was  greatly- 
admired. 

The  following  account  of  the  Festival  is  compiled  from  notices 

in  the  public  Press  : —  ... 

The  visitors  first  saw  something  of  the  way  the  physical  training  ol 
the  students  is  carried  on,  a  very  smart  display  of  free  exercises  and 
marching  being  given  on  the  parade  ground.  Classes  were  seen  at 
work  in  geometry,  arithmetic,  geography,  reading,  etc.,  and  the  work 
of  the  Kindergarten  made  a  special  appeal  to  many.  Roller-skating 
for  the  girls  and  a  first-class  swimming  display  afforded  great  surprise, 
and  wonderment  was  further  expressed  at  the  extraordinary  speed  and 
accuracy  of  the  students  demonstrating  typewriting  and  Braille  short¬ 
hand  in  the  Grosvenor  Building. 

An  organ  recital  was  given  in  the  Gardner  Hall  by  Miss  Lilian 
Ripley,  L.R.A.M.,  A.R.C.O.,  after  which  the  College  Choir  rendered 
enjoyable  items. 

The  Concert  was  followed  by  the  Prize  Giving,  at  which  Sir  Percy 
Cox  presided,  Lady  Cox  presenting  the  awards  with  great  charm.  In 
addition  to  the  Prizes  in  the  School  Departments  there  was  an  excel¬ 
lent  record  during  the  past  year  of  successes  in  the  examinations  of 
the  Royal  Academy  of  Music,  the  Royal  College  of  Music,  the  Royal 
College  of  Organists,  the  Guildhall  School  of  Music,  the  Associated 
Board  of  the  Royal  Schools  of  Music,  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  and  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

After  the  distribution,  Sir  Percy  Cox,  in  the  course  of  his  speech, 
said  :  — 

“  1  should  explain  that  I  am  here  merely  in  the  place  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  College ,  Lord,  Burnham,  who  regretted  greatly 
that  he  could  not  come  and  asked  me  to  express  his  regret  to  the 
College  and  the  Staff  and  to  give  them  his  best  ivishes.  I  feel  it 
is  a,  great  privilege  and  honour  to  come  here  and  to  take  his  place, 
and  it  has  enabled  my  wife  and  myself  to  matte  the  acquaintance 
at  first  hand,  of  this  splendid  institution .  Wr  are  both  astonished 
at  the  admirable  work'that  is  being  done,  and.  the,  excellent,  results 
that  have  been  achieved.” 


EFFORT  OF  THE  IK)  A 1W  OF  GOVERNORS 
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Sir  Percy  said  lie  was  glad  to  know  how  well  the  old  students  had 
been  doing  he  specially  mentioned  Elsie  Whitehead,  who  had  just  taken 
her  M.A.  Degree  at  Edinburgh  University,  with  First  Class  Honours, 
and  had  also  won  the  “James  Elliott  “  prize  for  the  best  work  in 
English.  He  also  referred  to  John  Robinson,  who  had  recently  secured 
an  Organ  appointment  in  open  competition  with  twelve  sighted 
candidates.  Sir  Percy  concluded  his  remarks  by  stressing  the  necessity 
for  funds,  asking  his  hearers  to  bear  the  needs' of  the  College  in  mind 
for,  laid  he,  “  You  could  not  have  a  better  object  or  one  that  is  out 
more  for  the  good  of  the  community  than  that  of  enabling  the  students 
who  come  here  to  find  a  career  in  after-life.”  He  then  asked  Dr 
Alien,  late  Principal  of  Perkin’s  Insitution  for  the  Blind,  in  the 
United  States,  and  a  former  member  of  the  Staff  of  the  College,  to 
pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Lady  (Francis)  Campbell,  who  passed 
away  only  a  month  ago,  on  June  18th. 


Dr.  Allen  said  that  he  had  seen  Lady  Campbell  a  few  weeks  before 
her  death,  and  spoke  feelingly  of  her  devotion  to  the  blind  both  in 
England  and  America.  He  referred  to  the  meeting  of  Sir  Francis 
Campbell  with  Dr.  Armitage,  which  led  to  the  founding  of  the  College, 
the  early  success  of  which  was  all  the  more  striking  since  in  those  days 
nobody  believed  that  blind  people  could  do  the  things  that  the  visitors 
had  seen  accomplished  that  afternoon.  “  Sir  Francis  was  a  genius,  and 
his  genius  was  in  no  respect  more  evident  than  that  he  had  the  good 
sense  to  marry  one  of  his  teachers,  a  woman  who  possessed  the  faculty 
for  bringing  his  genius  to  fruition.  Together  they  formed  a  team  and 
made  this  College  one  of  the  greatest  object  lessons  in  the  world  of 
what  the  blind  can  do.” 


The  Vice-Chairman,  Sir  Edward  Campbell,  in  proposing  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks,  referred  to  Sir  Percy’s  brilliant  career  not  only  in  the 
Army,  but  also  as  a  political  administrator  in  Mesopotamia  India  and 
other  parts  of  Asia,  and  said  that  the  College  had  been  greatly  honoured 
by  his  visit  that  afternoon ;  he  also  thanked  Lady  Cox  for  so  kindly 
coming  and  for  the  delightful  way  in  which  she  had  distributed  the 
Prizes.  Sir  Edward  then  made  an  appeal  for  financial  support  for  the 
College,  stressing  the  value  of  annual  subscriptions.  “  These  young 
people,”  he  said,  “  try  to  fit  themselves  to  fight  their  way  through  the 
world,  let  us  do  our  bit  to  help  them.”  In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  the 
Governing  body,  he  tendered  hearty  thanks  to  Mrs.  Campbell  and  the 
Staff  for  their  arduous  and  successful  work. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Mowatt  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks,  saying  how  very 
grateful  they  all  were  to  Sir  Percy  and  Lady  Cox. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  carried  with  acclamation  and  acknowledged 
by  Sir  Percy  Cox. 


Sir  Francis  Campbell  Memorial  Fund.  The  Board  of  Governors 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  Bequest  of  Lady  Campbell  of  £200  to  be 
added  to  this  fund. 

Gardner's  Trust  for  the  Blind.  The  Board  of  Governors  desire 
once  again  to  express  their  deep  indebtedness  to  the  Trustees  for 
continuing  to  grant  scholarships,  thus  enabling  many  blind  boys  and 
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girls  to  complete  their  vocational  training  and  go  out  into  the  world 
to  earn  their  own  livelilhood.  They  also  wish  to  tender  their  grateful 
thanks  for  the  special  grant  from  the  Trustees  for  the  purchase  of  a 
Dictaphone,  thus  adding  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Typewriting 
Department. 

Successes  of  Pupils.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  record  that 
although  many  students  entered  for  Musical  and  other  examinations 
there  was  not  a  single  failure.  The  outstanding  success  of  Lilian 
Ripley  deserves  special  mention.  She  not  only  passed  the  Fellowship 
Examination  of  the  Royal  College  of  Organists  at  the  first  attempt, 
but  was  awarded  the  Harding  Prize,  as  she  headed  the  list  of  84 
candidates  in  the  Theoretical  section  of  the  Examination  and  wTas  the 
first  girl,  sighted  or  non-sighted,  to  gain  this  prize.  Another  notable 
success  was  that  of  Sylvia  Newbold,  who  gained  the  second  prize  in 
competition  with  300  sighted  candidates  in  the  Higher  Certificate 
Typewriting  Examination  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce.

Nineteen  students  left  during  the  year,  of  these  six  were  girls  and 
thirteen  boys.  Margaret  Brand  entered  Oxford  University,  Winifred 
Ambler  and  Joan  Tompsett  have  started  a  School  of  Music  in  Halifax. 
E.  Gates  has  obtained  a  post  as  Organist  in  a  cinema ;  G.  Jones  entered 
Aberystwyth  University  in  October;  V.  Chambers  has  obtained  a  post 
as  Telephonist  in  the  Royal  Air  Force;  and  A.  Soltan  is  employed  as 
a  Shorthand-Typist  in  the  Hull  and  East  Riding  Institution  for  the 
Blind.  Five  Tuners  are  doing  fairly  well  with  private  connection  work, 
and  the  remaining  seven  students  graduated  only  at  the  end  of  the 
Easter  Term. 

Guides. — Miss  Mary  Blomfield,  Captain,  reports  as  follows: — - 
During  the  year  eighteen  proficiency  badges  were  gained  and  the 
following  additions  were  made  to  our  Company:  K.  Chappell,  pre¬ 
viously  a  member  of  the  112th  Sheffield  Company ;  A.  West,  from  the 
1st  Preston  North;  J.  Driver,  from  Elm  Court  School;  E.  Redman,  E. 
Turley  and  J.  Underwood. 

In  the  summer  term  we  were  able  to  hold  most  of  our  meetings 
out  of  doors  and  had  a  great  deal  of  practice  in  Morse  signalling 
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w  ith  flags  and  hoisting  the  colours,  the  latter  being  in  preparation 
tor  camp.  Our  last  meeting  was  a  great  success;  we  learned  how  to 
pitch  a  tent  and  to  lay  and  light  a  fire,  over  which  we  then  cooked 
the  supper.  The  fact  that  we  had  cooked  our  own  supper  gave  it  a 
more  delightful  flavour,  in  spite  of  one  or  two  deficiencies,  such  as  a 
slight  suggestion  of  smoke  in  the  viands. 

At  the  end  of  the  term  M.  Brand  left  the  Company;  she  joined 
the  Brownies  in  1922,  and  became  a  Guide  in  1925.  She  was  the  Pack 
Leader  of  the  Brownies  for  a  number  of  years ;  L.  Smith  has  succeeded 
her.  On  July  31st,  L.  Smith  and  I.  Smith  went  to  camp  at  a  small 
village  near  Bognor  Regis  and  there  they  met  two  ex-College  Guides 
who  now  belong  to  other  Companies. 

We  much  regretted  the  loss  of  one  of  our  Lieutenants,  Miss 
Peterson,  who  left  our  Company  and  went  to  help  in  a  neighbouring 
Company. 

The  Guides  as  well  as  the  Brownies  much  regretted  the  loss  of 
Miss  Gessey,  who  gave  up  her  position  as  Brown  Owl  after  ten  years 
of  valuable  work.  But  while  regretting  her  loss  we  were  glad  to  wel¬ 
come  Miss  A.  Lough  and  Miss  M.  Moncur,  Brown  Owl  and  Tawny 
Owl  respectively,  in  September. 

Several  of  our  meetings  in  the  Autumn  term  were  given  up  to 
rehearsing  for  an  entertainment  to  be  given  the  following  term.  At 
a  Court  of  Honour,  I.  Smith  and  K.  Chappell  were  elected  Patrol 
Leaders  and  S.  Newbold  “  Minutes  ”  Secretary. 

On  December  20th,  a  collection  was  made  of  Christmas  Stockings 
for  poor  families;  our  Company  sent  three,  two  from  the  Guides  and 
one  from  the  Brownies. 

The  entertainment  which  was  given  on  February  10th  proved  a 
great  success.  The  Brownies  contributed  to  the  entertainment  and 
the  Guides  performed  a  play  written  specially  for  them  by  Captain 
Blomfield.  A  great  number  of  people  were  present,  including  Miss 
Lee  Baker  and,  besides  the  Divisional  Commissioner,  we  were  honoured 
with  the  presence  of  several  other  Commissioners. 

Brownies. — On  April  1st  the  Pack  consisted  of  five  Brownies. 
Meetings  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  were  prevented  owing  to 
quarantine;  this,  however,  did  not  prevent  the  Brownies  from  working 
hard  and  passing  some  of  their  second-class  tests  in  June.  Betty  Jell 
joined  the  Pack  in  July. 

On  July  26th  the  Brownies  were  very  sorry  to  have  to  say  “  Good¬ 
bye  ”  to  Brown  Owl  and  Tawny  Owl.  When  Brown  Owl  took  over 
the  Pack  in  1923,  Tawnv  Owl  was  a  Brownie  in  it. 

In  September  the  Pack  obtained  a  new  Brown  Owl  and  Tawny 
Owl,  who  are  now  firmly  installed  and  very  happy  in  their  respective 
capacities. 

We  were  very  glad  to  welcome  Cynthia  Johnson  and  Mildred 
Riggs  into  the  Pack  in  the  Autumn. 

On  November  22nd,  our  District  Commissioner,  Miss  Foulkard, 
visited  us,  and  enrolled  Irene  Coggins  and  Molly  Hall.  Peggy  Perrett, 
who  had  passed  her  second-class,  was  awarded  a  Golden  Bar. 

All  the  Brownies  worked  very  hard  this  year,  and  were  busy 
rehearsing  the  play,  “  Snowwhite  and  the  Dwarfs,”  which  they  per¬ 
formed  at  the  Guide  and  Brownie  Entertainment  on  February  10th. 

The  Pack  has  collected  two  large  sacks  of  silver  paper  for  King’s 
College  Hospital,  and  several  thousand  cigarette  cards  for  Toe  H. 
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Scouts. — Report  of  the  Scoutmaster,  Mr.  W.  J.  Merridan : —  A 
number  of  our  older  Scouts  have  left  during  the  year,  some  on  leaving 
College,  others  on  transferring  to  the  Rovers.  On  the  other  hand, 
practically  all  the  boys  of  Scout  age  in  the  Junior  school  have  joined, 
and  we  have  now  two  patrols,  the  younger  members,  the  Peewits, 
under  Patrol  Leader  Barnes,  and  the  older  members,  the  Lions,  under 
Patrol  Leader  Smith.

Great 
satisfaction  with  the  work  done  was  expressed,  and  special  comment 
was  made  upon  the  high  standard  set. 

Rovers  (The  “  Campbells  ”). — Report  of  Rover  Mate  J.  Robinson: 
On  September  28th,  1933,  a  Rover  Crew  was  started  in  connection 
with  the  Group.  The  Group  Scoutmaster  applied  for  assistance  in 
opening  this  section,  and  it  was  this  application  which  brought  us 
into  contact  with  Rovers  Tweedy  and  Codings,  of  the  12th  Streatham 
Crew,  who  were  very  willing  to  help.  Although  the  Crew  was  started 
late  in  the  year,  one  week-end  was  spent  in  camp  as  the  guests  of  our 
Streatham  friends  at  the  London  Boy  Scouts’  Camping  Ground  at 
Downe.  In  October  the  A.D.C.  of  Streatham  gave  us  a  very  interesting 
talk  on  Rovering.  On  November  6th,  the  Crew  were  invested  as  Rover 
Squires,  Mr.  Knight-Adkin  undertaking  to  act  as  Rover  Scout  Leader. 
Later  in  the  month  the  Crew  gave  a  short  play  as  part  of  an  enter¬ 
tainment  at  St.  Saviour’s  Home.  In  December  three  members  of  the 
Crew  were  invested  as  Rover  Scouts  by  Mr.  Oakshott,  A.D.C.  The 
whole  Group,  Rovers  and  Scouts,  with  our  Streatham  friends,  enjoyed 
a  social  evening  before  leaving  for  the  Christmas  holidays.  Two  of  our 
members  left  the  College  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

Apart  from  Scout  work  we  have  been  making  wool  rugs  and  have 
had  lessons  on  the  making  of  musical  pipes.  Although  there  are  now 
only  four  members  in  the  Crew,  when  Mr.  Knight-Adkin  and  our 
friends  from  Streatham  join  us,  we  spend  some  very  enjoyable  and 
profitable  evenings. 

College  Functions. — Under  the  direction  of  Miss  M.  Harker,  the 
Senior  Boys  gave  a  successful  entertainment  in  aid  of  their  Dramatic 
Club  Funds.  The  plays  performed  were,'  ‘  Up  for  the  Cattle  Show,” 

“  A  Night  at  an  Inn  ”  and  “  A  Collection  will  be  "Made.” 

The  London  Branch  of  the  Old  Students’  Guild  spent  the  afternoon 
and  evening  at  the  College  on  September  9th,  and  were  favoured  with 
a  warm,  sunny  day. 

Debating  Society. — The  Debating  Society  was  well  attended 
during  the  winter  months  and  it  is  specially  gratifying  to  note  that 
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Junior  Members  are  responding  to  the  encouragement  offered  them 
and  taking  part  in  the  debates. 

Interesting  debates  were  held  with  the  Pioneer  Missionary  Train¬ 
ing  Colony,  St.  Andrew’s  Guild,  The  Literary  Branch  of  the  Wesleyan 
Society  and  the  League  of  Nations  Union. 

The  programme  was  diversified  by  a  “  Lord  Mayor’s  Banquet  ” 
at  Christmas,  when  each  speaker  sustained  the  character  of  some  well- 
known  artist,  statesman  or  man  of  letters;  a  “  Story-Tellers’  Evening, 
when  a  story  was  improvised,  each  speaker  taking  up  the  thread  from 
the  point  where  his  predecessor  had  broken  off;  and  a  “Murder  Game,” 
which  proved  a  really  searching  test  of  members’  powers  of  observa¬ 
tion,  reasoning  and  cross-examination. 

Radio  Society. — Regular  meetings  have  been  held  during  which  the 
theoretical  side  of  the  Society’s  work  has  been  to  a  certain  extent 
superseded  by  practical  construction. 

An  appeal  to  the  Radio  Society  of  Great  Britain  for  the  loan 
of  some  component  parts  for  experimental  and  instructional  purposes, 
was  responded  to  most  generously  by  Mr.  Price,  of  Sydenham,  who 
sent  a  quantity  of  parts  as  a  gift. 

Sports  Days, — The  Girls,  Senior  Boys  and  Junior  Boys  each  held 
their  sports  days  in  July.  The  parents  and  friends  who  attended 
were  entertained  to  tea  in  each  case,  after  which  they  listened  with 
much  enjoyment  to  an  excellent  concert,  including  a  short  play.  The 
arrangements  were  carried  out  by  the  various  Sports  Committees. 

Football. — Captains:  Leslie  Muffitt  and  David  McNealy;  Vice- 
Captain  :  Harold  Jeans.  The  teams  showed  the  greatest  keenness  and 
played  throughout  the  season  a  spirited  and  sportsmanlike  game. 

Matches  were  played  against  Bromley  Secondary  School,  The 
Pioneer  Missionary  Training  Colony,  and  also  against  teams  from  the 
Leatherhead  and  Swiss  Cottage  Schools  for  the  Blind. 

The  match  played  at  7  p.m.  by  the  non-sighted  team  against  the 
Pioneer  Missionary  Training  Colony  attracted  a  certain  amount  of 
attention  in  the  London  and  Provincial  Press,  and  in  spite  of  adverse 
weather,  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  home  team,  the  visitors  and 
the  onlookers,  alike. 

Cricket. — Captains:  Leslie  Muffitt  and  Stephen  Daly;  Vice- 
Captain,  Ernest  Chandler.  The  semi-sighted  boys  played  a  number 
of  matches,  including  two  with  a  team  from  Bromley  Secondary 
School.  The  non-sighted  boys  put  in  a  good  season  of  play  and 
practice  among  themselves  and  had  one  match  with  a  team  from 
the  Swiss  Cottage  School  for  the  Blind. 

Memorial  Desk. — A  carved  and  panelled  oak  desk  has  now  taken 
the  place  of  the  baize-covered  table  in  the  Gardner  Hall.  It  was 
dedicated  by  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Whittleton,  during  the  Service  in  memory 
of  Lady  Campbell,  and  completes  the  Memorial  to  the  first  two 
Principals,  Sir  Francis  and  Mr.  Guy  Campbell.
